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SECTION  A . 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA . 

Brynmawr  has  always  boon  the  dormitory  town  for  the 
adjoining  mining  areas  and  the  depression  in  those  districts 
has  had  its  effect  on  the  Urban  District,  During  the  war-time 
most  of  the  people  were  working  in  Glascoed  and  Pontrilas,  but 
on  cessation  of  hostilities,  unemployment  is  again  becoming 
a probloiji  for  the  district . 

The  Council  has  done  all  in  its  power  and  is  still  doing 
everything  to  encourage  and  bring  more  new  Industries  into 
the  town  whe r e facilities  for  such  arc  ample,  and  I am  glad 
to  say  their  efforts  have  been  rewarded  as  a largo  factory 
is  going  to  be  built • and  one  hopes  it  will  bring  employment 
to  many  residents. 

The  housing  problem  is  stillavery  serious  matter  in  the 
town,  but  the  Council  is  energetically  pressing  with  the 
plans  for  providing  more  new  houses,  but  the  town  still  needs 
a great  many  homes. 


The  exposed  position  of  the  area  has  the  effect  of 
making  dampness  in  homes  a serious  problem  and  this  dampness 
is  the  cause  of  a considerable  number  of  cases  of  rheumatism 
and  respiratory  diseases.  A large  percentage  of  the  working 
class  dwellings  in  the  district  are  badly  in  need  of  re- 
conditioning or  repair  and  whilst  owners  of  the  property 
roferrod  to  arc  being  prevailed  upon  to  put  their  property 
in  repair,  the  bulk  of  the  work  will  have  to  bo  left  until 
a later  period  when  materials  and  man  power  will  be  ample . 
However,  in  the  meantime,  every  effort  is  being  made  by  our 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  this  direction.

Mr.  Hogan,  Public  Analyst  for  the  County  of  honmouth, 
has  made  an  examination  of  samples  of  the  water  and  has 
reported • - 

,?As  a result  of  the  experiments  made  I am  of  opinion  that 
the  Brynmawr  water  as  supplied  to  householders  exerts  an 
appreciable  solvent  action  on  a fresh  surface  of  lead  durin.g 
the  first  24  hours,  this  feature  being  common  to  many  other 
supplies.  The  lead,  however,  becomes  gradually  covered  with 
an  insoluble  coating  and  after  four  days  the  solvent  action 
becomes  so  slight  as  to  bo  inappreciable5''. 


^ Throe  samples  were  also  submitted  to  the  County  Health 
Laboratory  at  Newport  and  the  report  given  by  Dr/  Panes,  the 
County  Bacteriologist  is  summarised  as  follows • - 


"These  three  samples  of  water  all  have  a cons iderablo 
action  on  a freshly  polished  surface  of  loud  during  the  first 
24  hours,  tie  action  decreasing  on  subsequent  days  and  on  the 
fourth  day  being  of  no  significance,  owing  to  the  load  having 
become  covered  wish  a protective  layer  of  insoluble  material."

inspected. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 

The  whole  town,  with  the  exception  of  a few  cottages 
situated  in  isolated  parts  of  the  Urban  Area,  is  served  by 
public  sowers. 

The  sewage  is  purified  at  a Sowage  Disposal  Works,  owned 
by  the  Authority  and  the  effluent  discharged  into  the  River 

Clydach.

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Every  effort  has  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  ansuro  the  production  of  as  clean  a supply  as  possible. 

23  visits  have  been  made  to  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the 
area.  Instructions  and  advice  where  necessary  have  been 
given  to  Producers  regarding  the  production  of  a clean  milk. 
All  Dairies  have  been  inspected  having  regard  to  general 
cleanliness  and  sterilization  of  utensils.  Those  Dairymen 
in  whose  promises  hygenic  precautions  were  not  being  observed 
were  warned  and  conseciuent  improvements  noted.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  resort  to  Legal  Proceedings. 

17  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  examination*  12  of  these  wore  satisfactory, 

In  the  cases  where  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained,  the 
matter  was  taken  up  with  the  milk  vendors  and  with  the 
producers,  through  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Districts 
in  which  the  milk  was  produced. 

LICENCED  HOUSES . 

During  the  year  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the 
twenty-four  Licenced  Hotels  and  Inns  in  the  district, 
parti  cular  attention  being  paid  to;~ 

(a)  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes. 

(b)  arrangements  for  the  cleansing  of  glasses. 

(c)  condition  of  beer  collars  or  stones. 


In  some  cases  the  existing  sanitary  accommodation 
requires  re-arrangement,  so  as  ho  provide  separate  and 
distinct  means  of  access  for  both  sexes.  This  separate 
approach  can  only  be  obtained,  in  she  majority  of  cases, 
by  the  erection  of  now  sanitary  accommodation. 

In  a few  of  the  urinals,  automatic  flushing  arrangements 
are  not  provided  and  should  therefore,  be  Installed. 

Informal  action  has  boon  t J'::en  inall  cases  where  un- 
satisfactory conditions  were  no tad  and  generally  the  owners 
have  co-operated . Plans  have  bcem  submit  ted  and  approved  by 
Council  and  consequently  considerable  improvements  have  now 
been  effected  in  some  Licenced  Premises.

Owing  to  the  largo  amount  of  work  involved  in  Moat 
Inspection  and  such  work  previouly  having  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  Brynmawr  Sanitary  Inspector,  it  was  decided  in 
September  1946,  to  appoint  a Meat  Inspector  for  the  Erynmawr 
Abattoir.  The  five  Authorities  served,  agreeing  to  contribute 
to  the  salary  of  tho  Inspector  appointed,  and  such  appointment 
being  made  by  the  Nantyglo  and  Blaina  Urban  District  Council, 
together  with  representatives  of  the  other  Authorities.

The  responsibility  for  Diptheria  immunisation  now  comes 
under  the  County  Council. 

The  Medieal  Officer  of  Health  attended  the  clinic  at 
regular  intervals  and,  with  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the 
School  Nurse  (Nurse  ring ) and  the  District  Nurse,  the  majority 
of  the  school  children  -..ere  immunised.  There  still  remains 
the  problem  of  getting  hold  of  the  children  under  five. 
Intensive  propaganda  and  canvassing  is  still  being  carried  on, 
with  the  hope  that  mothers  will  co-operate  and  bring  their  ^ 
children  for  immunisation.  Tha  Public  Health  Department  of 
the  Local  Authority  is  doing  its  utmost  to  bring  home  to  the 
mothers  the  urgency  of  having  their  infants  ummunised  against 
diptheria.  Many  personal  appeals  and  leaflets  were  sent  to 
the  Public,  and  I arc  glad  to  say  that  the  response  to  our 
appeal  has  been  most  encouraging.

I strongly  urge  the  necessity  to  provide  accommodation 
for  infectious  diseases  in  the  County  and  we  view  with 
increasing  concern  that  we  are  still  in  need  of  an  infectious 
diseases  hospital.
